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LATIN AMERICA’S Quits, Attacks Colbert Dismissal

Ends Trip With Ap- 
peal to Industrialists, 
Landowners — Has 
Cold, So He Stops in 
Palm Beach.

PALM BEACH, Fla., Dec. 18— 
President Kennedy returned to 
the United States today after 
winding up his weekend Latin 
American tour with a tough | 
warning to the rich and power- 
ful of the region. 

He told 100 guests at a state 
dinner in Bogota—and ail Co- 
lombia by radio and television— 
that the industrialists and land- 
owners must lead the way to 
social and economic reforms or 
go down in violent revolution. 

[he President, suffering from 
what his press secretary said 
was “a heavy cold,”’ stopped in 
Palm Beach today instead of 
returning directly to Washing- 
ton. Pierre Salinger, the secre- 
tary, said Mr. Kennedy’s pres- 
ent plan is to leave for Wash- 
ington tomorrow morning. | 

Salinger told reporters accom- 
panying the President that the 
decision to stay over in Paim 
Beach was made only this morn- 
ing en route to Florida from a 
refueling stop at Ramey Air 
Force Base in Puerto Rico. 

Navy Capt. George W. Burk- 
ley, assistant White House physi- 
cian, treated Mr. Kennedy once 
during the night. He drove into 
the beachfront estate where the 
Kennedys are staying about 15 
minutes after they arrived. 

Christmas With Children. 

The Air Force jet carrying 
the presidential party had been 
scheduled to stop here 
long enough to let off 
Kennedy, who was to join her 
children at Palm Beach for the 
Christmas holidays. Mr. Ken- 
nedy had intended to get to- 
gether with them on Friday, on 
his return trom a meeting with 
British Prime Minister Macmil- 
lan in Bermuda. 

Salinger’s announcement that 
Mr. Kennedy's present plan is 
to continue on to Washington 
tomorrow indicated the Presi- 
dent still expects to keep the 
date with Macmillan. His 
schedule has called for a flight 
from Washington to Bermuda 
Thursday. 

Mr. Kennedy’s speech in Bo- 
gota last night was the most 
forthright expression yet given 
to the Alliance for Progress 
program proposed in his inau- 
gural address and adopted by 
the American states at Punta 
del Este, Uruguay, last August. 
His words were even stronger 
in an advance text, which he 
modified in delivery. 

Last Stop on Tour. 

Bogota was the jast stop on a 
tour that began Friday in Wash- 
ington and included stops Friday 
night in San Juan. Puerto Rico, 
and Saturday in Caracas, Vene- 
zuela. 

Mr. Kennedy had reason to be 
pleased over the enthusiastic 
welcome given him by Colom- 
bians. They lined his route from 
th. airport four or five deep and 
crowded downtown streets of 
Bogota 30 to 40 deep for some 
20 blocks to wave, cheer and 
throw flowers at automobiles 
carrying the President and his 
wife, Jacqueline. 

Salinger estimated the crowd

Discharge by Father Reinert ‘An 
Incredible Thing.’ 


Dr. George L. Curran, asso- 
ciate professor of medicine at 
St. Louis University School of 
Medicine, said today he has re- 
signed in protest over the dis- 
missal of Dr. James W. Colbert 
Jr. as dean of the school. 

Dr. Colbert was discharged 
Tuesday by the Very Rev. Paul 
>. Reinert, S.J., president of 
the university, but announce- 
ment of the dismissal was not 
made until Saturday. Termina- 
tion of Dr. Colbert’s employment 
is effective Dec. 31. 

Dr. Curran said the firing of 
Dr. Colbert is ‘‘an incredible 
thing.” The action of Father 
Reinert ‘“‘has effectively de- 
stroyed the medical school,” he 
charged. 

Dr. Colbert said his dismissal 
came as .a surprise and that 
Father Reinert gave no reason 
for it. Father Reinert, however, 
cited “‘serious deficiencies in his 
administrative attitudes and pro- 
cedures’”’ in explaining why he 
fired the dean. 

Dr. Colbert, 41 vears old, had 
been dean of the school since 
March 1953 

No announcement has been 
made of Dr. Colbert’s successor. 

A university spokesman said 
Father Reinert would occupy an 
office at the medical school and

Mother, 3 Children Ap- 
parently Asphyxiated 
In Apartment on

Mrs. Lowalla Miller and her 
three children were found dead 
today in their three-room apart- 
ment at 1330A North Sarah 
Street, police reported. Police 
said death apparently was caused 
by asphyxiation. A clogged flue 
was found leading from a gas 
heater which was still burning. 

The three Miller children were 
Arline, 10 years old, Arthur, 14, 
and Jeanette, 13. Mrs. Miller was 
50. 

The bodies were found by Del- 
bert Hogan, 6020 Suburban ave- 
nue, Mrs. Miller’s cousin. He 
said he had not seen her since 
last Thursday and had become 
concerned. Mrs. Anna Mosley, 
1332 North Sarah, said she saw 
the Miller family last Friday. 

Mrs. Miller, Arline and Arthur 
were found on a bed in the bed- 
room, and Jeanette was on a 
cot in the front room, 

Hogan said he went to the rear 
porch of the apartment and 
looked through the kitchen win- 
dow. He said he saw the gas 
heater burning and entered the 
apartment by breaking open the 
door. 

Detective Sgt. John Walsh said 
gas fumes escaping from the 
blocked flue probably caused the 
deaths. 

Mrs. Miller was a_ widow. 
Her husband died about four 
years ago. The family had hved 
at 1330A North Sarah about four 
months.

Mary’s Hospital staff meeting. 
The protest called on physicians 
and all other interested persons 
to make known their opposition 
to the wholesale dismiissals. 

Dr. Colbert quickly fired two 
of the 11 doctors who signed the 
protest. The university board of 
trustees rescinded the move and 
later reversed it. 

Dr. Colbert said he did not 
know whether the dismissals 
were responsible for his being 
discharged However, he de- 
fended his own action in firing 
the two doctors as “necessary 
to preserve the integrity of the 
academic community.” 

He said that a protest against 
his actions should have been 
made through proper channels.

St. Louis Victims Are 
12 and 13 Years Old 
— Their Bodies Are 


Recovered.

Two St. Louis boys, 12 and 13 
years old, drowned yesterday 
when they fell through ice on a 
small lake on the Rev. Bill 
Beeny’s Missouri Youth Ranch 
in Warren county, Mo. 

Their bodies were recovered 
early today after an all-night 
search by members of the ranch 
staff and county and state law 
enforcement officers. 

Victims of the drowning were 
identified as Edward Brawley, 
13, son of Mr. and Mrs. Ray 
Brawley, 4202 North Broadway, 
and Raymond Witt, 12, son of 
Mrs. Viola Witt, 5575 Waterman 
avenue 

The Rev. Mr. Beeny, contro- 
versial Baptist evangelist who 
operates the ranch for delinquent, 
truant or homeless boys, said the 
two boys were last seen by oth- 
ers on the ranch about 2 p.m. 
yesterday. They left the camp 
area to go sled riding, he said. 

Members of the staff first be- 
came alarmed when the boys had 
failed to return to their dormi- 
tory by 6 p.m. for the evening 
meal. A search was begun imme- 
diately, the evangelist said. 

The Rev. Mr. Beeny, his wife 
and five adults on the ranch 
began searching the wooded, 
420-acre ranch. Shortly after 1 
a.m. the evangelist telephoned 
the Kirkwood office of the Mis- 
souri Highway Patrol. 


State Trooper Ray Bergman 
of Wentzville and Warren county 
officers joined the search. About 
4:15 a.m., Bergman found foot- 
prints leading to a one-acre lake. 
The ice in the lake had been 
broken, leaving a hole seven 
feet wide. 

Examining the lake more 
closely, Bergman saw a boy’s 
cap floating on the water. The 
St. Charles County volunteer 
rescue squad, summoned by the 
state trooper, recovered the 
bodies about an hour later.

Gullion flew to Ndola in a 
United States Air Force Con- 
stellation.

It 
was not clear whether Tshombe 
was expected to arrive from 
his embattled capital by road 
or air. 

In Elisabethville, attempts to 
reach Tshombe by telephone at 
his residence this morning were 
unsuccessful. 

Adoula remained in Leopold- 
ville and was reported meeting 
with his cabinet. 

The United States Embassy in 
Leopoldville said Tshombe had 
expressed concern about his safe- 
ty in fneeting Adoula. 

Tshombe was seized and held 
prisoner by the Leopoldville gov- 
ernment for two months on one 
occasion when he sought to reach 
a settlement at the conference 
table 

Favors Outside Site.

Kitona is a former Belgian 
military base covering the mouth 
of the Congo river.

It was Brazil's worst disaster 
and the worst circus fire in his- 
tory. In the Ringling Bros. fire 
in 1944 in Hartford, Conn., 168 
died.

The fire flashed up the nylon 
tent as two trapeze performers 
began their aerial act. Within 
five minutes the flames had en- 
veloped th tent and seared the 
ropes, and the blazing mass fell 
on the 2500 spectators. 

Trapped In Seats. 


Some were trapped in their 
seats. Others could not get near 
the exits. 
to death. 

Fear-crazed women and chil- 
dren rushed for the exits, fell 
atop one another and caught fire 

“I've seen some horrible 
things, but I never thought I 
would ever see anything so hor- 
rible,”’ said a policeman. 

Trucks transferred the bodies 
to the city morgue. When it was 
filled, the bodies were taken to 
the city’s soccer stadium. Hun- 
dreds of persons searching for 
missing ielatives added to the 
confusion, 

Treatment of the hundreds of 
injured was hampered by short- 
ages of medicine, blood plasma, 
hospital beds, doctors and nurses.

Brownie has been kept 
alive by scraps of food dropped 
into a hole and by water that 
is available in the worked-out 
mine.

Soviet Objections Are

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
Dec. 18 (AP)—The UN Security 
Council overrode Soviet objec- 
tions today and decided to de- 
bate India’s invasion of Portu- 
guese Goa. 

The li-nation Council was con- 
vened at the request of Portugal, 
but Soviet delegate Valerian A. 
Zorin objected to discussion of 
the issue on the grund that the 
military action against the Por- 
tuguese enclaves was a matter 
exclusively within the domestic 
jurisdiction of India. 

The Council brushed aside his 
arguments and voted 7 to 2 to 
place the Portuguese complaint 
on its agenda for immediate dis- 
cussion, The negative votes were 
cast by the Soviet Union and 
Ceylon. Liberia and the United 
Arab Republic abstained. 

In a letter to Council President 
Omar Loutfi of the United Arab 
Republic, Portuguese delegate 
Vasco Vieira Garin demanded 
that 1l-nation council “imme- 
diately put a ‘stop to the con- 
demnable act of agression’’ by 
India 

Seeks Withdrawal. 

He urged the council to order 
a cease-fire and to demand the 
withdrawal of all Indian forces 
from Portuguese territories. 

“In the meantime,’’ Garin said, 
“and until the Security Council 
has taken the above-mentioned 
measures, Portugal has no al- 
ternative but to defend itsell 
against this aggression by the 
Indian union.” 

Portugal did not ask specific- 
ally for any condemnation of 
the Indian invasion. U.N. diplo- 
mats noted that Communist- 
commentators had applauded In- 
dia. and said this could mean 
a Soviet veto for ary resolution 
which contained harsh criticism 
of India. 

There was speculation that the 
Goa crisis might be brought be- 
fore an emergency session of the 
General Assembly in the event 
of a veto. United States and 
British spokesmen said such a 
possibility was not excluded.

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BELGAUM, India, Dec. 18 
(UPI) — Indian troops invaded 
three tiny Portuguese posses- 
sions on the Arabian sea today. 
India said two of them had 
fallen a few hours later. Bitter

(Lisbon reported late today 
that all communications between 
Portugal and its Indian colonies 
had ceased. Without direct news, 
Lisbon officials conceded that 
much of Goa and Portugal's 
other territories may already 
have been captuured by the at- 
tacking Indian forces. 

(Marine headquarters disclosed 
that Lisbon’s last link with Por- 
tuguese India was broken when 
the Alfonso de Albuquerque, a 
2475-pound British-built sloop, 
suddenly ceased radio commu- 
nications. 

(A pooled press dispatch from 
Goa said the sloop was disable 
by Indian warships in a naval 
battle.) 
| In New York, the United Na- 
| tions Security Council was sum- 
moned to meet this afternoon to 
consider India’s action. Portugal 
requested the meeting, to stop 
“acts of aggression” by India, 

_ In New Delhi, Prime*Minister 

Nehre® said he was saddened at 
the military action but “‘old colo- 

nialism cannot continue, We un- 
dertook this action when we felt 
no alternative was left open to 
us.... The Portugues ultimately 
left no choice open to us.” 

Leonid I, Brezhnev, president 
of the Soviet Union, was visiting 
Bombay when the attack began. 
Speaking to the Indo-Soviet cul- 
tural society hours before the 
invasion, he said: 

“I can assure you that the So- 
viet Union regards with full sym- 
pathy and understanding the de- 
sire of the Indian people to 
achieve the liberation of Goa, 
Damao and Diu from the Portu- 
guese. 

U.S. Against Invasion. 

In Washington, the United 
States Government expressed 
disapproval of India’s action. 

A State Department spokes- 
man said the United States had 
been urging the Indian govern- 
ment for several weeks not to 
resort to force in the dispute. 

The invasion was aimed at 
wiping out the last of. Portuguese 
rule over the tiny outposts on the 
Indian subcontinent which has 
been in effect since 1510. 

Goa’ is more than 50 per cent 
Roman Catholic, due largely to 
the early missionary labors of St. 
Francis Xavier, whose tomb lies 
in the Church of Bom Jesus in 
the city of Old Goa. 

Official sources in New Delhi 
said the enclaves of Damao and 
Diu were captured with “no re- 
sistance.’’ Goa, the other en- 
clave, was reported resisting. 

These claims of Indian success 
were disputed by Portugal in 
early dispatches. Portugal said 
that the Goa radio, after falling 
silent under Indian bombard- 
ment, had returned to the air 
.less than three hours later, The 
radio denied that Indians had 
occupied Damao and Diu. 

Earlier, reports from Lisbon 
said Indian bombers attacked 
the radio stations, oil installa- 
tions and an airport in Goa and 
the 3000-man Portuguese garri- 
son had “entered into defense 
action.”’ 

Indian naval units messaged 
Portuguese ships after daybreak 
to surrender within an hour or 
the harbor at Pangim, Goa’s 
capital, would be bombarded. 
| An estimated 30,000 Indian 
troops sealed off the Goan bor- 
der and military officials in Bel- 
gaum, 30 miles from the border, 
refused to give details of the 
operation.

Use of Force, Rusk Tells Envoy 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP) 
—Tre United States expressed 
deep regret today that India 
used force against the Portu- 
guese colonies of Goa, Diu and 
Damao. 


The United States view was 
given to Indian Ambassador B. 
K. Nehru, a cousin of Prime 
Minister Nehru, by Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk. 

Ambassador Nehru left an in- 
formal note setting forth the In- 
dian position in taking forceful 
action, State Department press 


officer Lincoln White said. 


He said the Indian envoy 
called on Rusk af his own re- 
quest to deliver the memoran- 
dum. 

“The Secretary expressed the 
United States view that the 
United States deeply regrets the 
use of force in this situation,” 
White said, 

Rusk arranged to confer 
later with Portuguese Ambassa- 
dor Pedro Theotonio Pereira 
who asked to see the secretary. 

It was understood Pereira 
wanted the United States to use 
its good offices to try to stop 
the Indian attack. 

A State Department official 
who attended a top-level meet- 
ing with Rusk last night called 
India’s action ‘“‘a classical ex- 
ample of the use of force by 
one of the most moralistic mem- 
bers of the neutral bloc.” 

Indian Prime Minister Nehru 
generally has condemned the 
use of force by any nation, 
whether members of the Com- 
munist bloc or the Western al- 
liance.

One of the Negro 
terms for an end to demonstra- 
tions is that the Negroes be 
released under their own sig- 
natures 

The Rev. Dr. King and the 
Rev. Mr. Anderson were brought 
here this morning from a jail at 
Americaus, Ga., and were called 
to the head of the trial list un- 
der the protest of Policet Chief 
Laurie Pritchett, who said he 
felt ‘‘we should have tried them 
in chronological order.’’ But the

SANTO DOMINGO, Dec. 18— 
President Joaquin Balaguer an-

(Perhaps significantly, the as- 
sociated press said, Balaguer 
announced creation of the coun- 
cil less than 24 hours after the 
United States consul general 
called on him immediately after 
returning from consultations with 
President Kennedy in Puerto 
Rico last Friday.) 

Balaguer made the announce- 
ment in a broadcast to the Do- 
minican people from the presi- 
dential palace. Present at the 
broadcast were government of- 
ficials, officers of armed forces, 
and the local and foreign press. 

Immediately after the Presi- 
dent spoke Maj. Gen. Pedro 
Rafael Rodriguez Echavarria, 
secretary of state for the armed 
forces, took the microphone and 
pledged his full support of the 
President’s plan. 

The council of state will as- 
sume legislative and executive 
powers, he said. It will call elec- 
tions not later than next Aug. 16 
for a constituent assembly to 
modify the Constitution and will 
fix general elections not later 
than Dec. 20, 1962, the President 
said.

Army Rebuffs Red Pro- 
test — Sends 127- 
Man Force Out of 
West Berlin. 


BERLIN, Dec. 18 (UPI)—The 
United States Army rebuffed a 
Communist protest and sent a 
combat convoy today along the 
110-mile autobahn through East 
German territory in another 
demonstration of Western Allied 
rights of access to Berlin. 


The 16-vehicle convoy cleared 
the Soviet checkpoint at Babels- 
berg, and the 127 men of Com- 
pany C, Third Battle Group, 
Sixth Infantry, rolled on to West 
Germany from the Berlin garri- 
son. Ihe Russians and East 
Germans made no attempt to in- 
terfere with the convoy. 

The Communists, in a formal 
protest delivered through Prague, 
said recent American troop 
movements to and from Berlin 
were by NAITO units and that no 
agreement existed with the East 
German government concerning 
movement of Atlantic pact troops 
between Berlin and the West. 

Today’s convoy surprised many 
observers who had been in- 
formed that no additional Ameri- 
Can convoys were scheduled be- 
fore Christmas. 

West Berlin border police an- 
nounced that four East Ger- 
mans, including two Communist 
border guards, fled to the West 
in a 24-hour period ending at 
7 a.m. today.

Kesterson was arrested Friday 
night in Clayton near the Secur 

Title Co., where he worked 
stigall said. The counterfeiting 
was done at the title company 
without the knowledge of com 
pany executives, Stigall explained 

A total of $2000 in completed 
counterfeit bills was found at the 
title company. Ziglin was arrest 
ed at a service station which he 
operates in the &600 block of 
Olive boulevard, University City 
Agents seized $35,000 in counter- 
feit bills there, as well as photo 
plates which had been used in 
making the bogus bills. 

All but a few of the bills were 
completed, , Stigall said. The un- 
completed bills lacked only bogus 
lfreasury Department seals and 
serial numbers, Stigall added. 

Stigall said that Kesterson, a 
printer, admitted making the 
bills by outlining them first, then 
later adding additional printed 
matter and finally placing a seal 
and serial numbers. on the bills 

stigall said that Kesterson 
was ‘“‘a fine technician” and his 
offset counterfeiting operation 
was ‘‘one of the best of its type 
I have seen in a long time.” 

Kesterson started counterfeit- 
ing about two years ago ‘“‘to take 
care of some pressing debts,” 
Stigall said 

At first, Kesterson and Ziglin 
passed $500 to $600 a month, 
counterfeit money but later de- 
creased the amount to $200 or 
$300 a month, Stigall said. They 
often would skip a month to 
prevent underworld agents from 
moving in on their operation, he 
added 

None of the bills reached the 
underworld, which buys counter- 
feit money at a discount and 
then passes it at face value, 
Stigall said. Only a few of the 
counterfeit bills are in circula- 
tion in thé St. Louis aréa, the 
agent said. 

The Secret Service had been 
working on the case since the 
first counterfeit bill was discov- 
ered in downtown St. Louis about 
two vears ago. Stigall said that 
detectives of the St. Louis Cen- 
tral District ‘‘were extremely 
helpful in the preiiminary 
stages of the Investigation.”

Magistrate William Nichols. the 


first witness, said magistrate 
courts are open 52 weeks a year 
and have dockets to hear on 51 
weeks. He denied.that the magis- 
trates’ duties are perfunctory, 
saying that each case requires 
careful supervision 


About 25,000 cases are filed in 


Magistrate courts each year, 
Nicholas said, and many have 
multiple parties. Ten constables 
and 20 deputy constables are 
kept busy serving legal papers 
and taking care of other official 
duties. he. said 


The city now has 10 magistrate 
courts, but is scheduled to lose 


one because of a population de- 


crease. The petition asked that 
the number be increased to ll in- 
stead of being reduced to nine. 

Nichols said he worked about 
10 hours a week, putting in ime 
in court, in the legal library and 
at home where he studied cases 
under submission 
Chief Magistrate William 
Diuguid testified that many St, 
Louis workers who live outside 
the city are sued in magistrate 
courts.

The significance of the latest 
test was not in the AEC’s one- 
sentence announcement, but in 
this country’s apparent deter- 
mination to continue under- 
ground testing, as well as to 
prepare for possible resumption 
of atmospheric testing, despite 
Soviet threats 

Soviet Ambassador Mikhail A 
Menshikov said on a television 
program last night in New York 
that it was quite possible Russia 
would detonate a 100-megaton 
bomb in any new test series, 
almost doubling the strength of 
its biggest previous test, which 
resulted in a United Nations 
protest 

Menshikev, in a two-hour pre- 
recorded interview on WNEW- 
TV, said: “If these tests (bv the 
United States) are not stopped 
at once, then of course we will 
start our tests again. and not 
only ordinary bombs but super- 


: bombs also.” 


Russia broke a three-vear. 
three-nation ban against atmos- 
pheric testing at the end of last 


August. and began a series that | 


resulted im the testing of about 
50 nuclear devices between Sept 
| and early November. Prepara- 
tions for the tests were made 
when Russia was negotiating at 
Geneva on a permanent test 
ban. Even as the Soviet tests 
were being conducted, Moscow 
threatened that if the United 
States or Britain resumed test- 
ing, either underground or in 


_ the atmosphere, Russia probably 


would hold a new series of 


tests 
President Kennedy, ignoring 
» Russian threats, ordered resump 
tion of United States under 
ground tests, and about mid- 
September the first of these was 


detonated in Nevada. Mr. Ken- 
nedy said that such testing would 
continue and that he would de- 
cide whether to resume atmos- 
pheric testing after an evalua- 
tion of the Russian test series 
was completed 


There have been no hard clues | 


on whether or when such United 
States tests would bein. but 
informed guessing has it that 
if the decision is to resume. 
the first United States may be 
made late this winter or early 
spring 

The President will confer this 
week with Britain's Prime Min- 
ister Macmillan at Bermuda. Al- 
though the British have .not re- 
sumed testing, it is understood 
Mr. Kennedy will propose joint 
United States-British atmospheric 
tests, perhaps at a British test- 
site in the far Pacific 

Meanwhile, the United States 
itself is going ahead preparing 
its chief nuclear testing site at 
Eniwetok, in the Marshall is- 
lands, for resumption of atmos- 
pheric testing 

It is considered doubtful that 
any atmosyrheric -testing plans 
include attemtps to achieve 
bigger weapons.

Organized labor’s response to President 
Kennedy's appeal for voluntary restraint in 
wage demands makes clear that the Admin- 
istration has its work cut out for it In trying 
to maintain economic stability by persuasion 

Promptly after the President asked the 
A F.L.-C.1.0. convention to exercise a sense 
of national» responsibility in collective bar- 
gaining for higher wages and shorter hours, 
the organization adopted resolutions blandly 
ignoring his request. These called for con- 
tinued upward wage pressure “as a vital 
méans of increasing inadequate consumer 
purchasing. power,” for all kinds-of fringe 
benefits as well as shorter hours at no loss 
in pay. Both the President and Secretary 
Goldberg have spoken against a cut in the 
work week on the ground>that the nation 
cannot afford to slack off while engaged in 
a world struggle with Communism. 

Labor’s argument is that until unemploy- 
ment is completely wiped out, there is no 
call for restraint in wage and hours demands. 
But there is little evidence that todays eco- 
nomic problems arise from an over-all short- 
age of consumer purchasing power. The 
national economy has begun to operate 

a nearly boom rate, and consumer buy- 
ing appears to be starting a strong upturn. 
The problem is not to pump more purchasing 
power into the markets, but to maintain 
balance under which growth 
will continue withcut another round of in- 
flationary price increases—meanwhile attack- 
ing the special causéS of unemployment, most 
of which have nothing to do with any short- 
age of total purchasing power. 

The Administration must look ahead. While 
prices are now stable, they cannot long re- 
main so if another round of inflationary wage 
costs gets started. There is just no blinking 
the fact that between 1947 and 1958 the em- 
ployment cost of a ton of steel rose from $29 
to $56. Nor can it be doubted chat a large 
part of the wage increases which generated 
these higher costs was dissipated by the gen- 
eral price increases throughout the economy 
which accompanied them. The inflationary 
consequences hurt everybody, most particu- 
larly retired persons and those on fixed in- 
comes. Labor's true welfare vill not be served 
by starting this evcle over acain

Restraint does not mean a wage freeze. It 
does mean that wage increases must be re- 
lated to increases in productivity. Secretary 
Goldberg told the A.F.L.-C.LO. that there is 
“plenty of room” for higher wages geared 
to higher productivity. Only in the case of 
wages and fringe benefits that would serious- 
lv inflate costs and prices is labor asked to 
exercise a measure of restraint. 

When the Administraton ‘alked the steel 
industry out of a general price increase three 
months ago, President Kennedy said: “Imme- 
diately this appeal is addressed to industry. 
But next vear, when the steel contracts are 
again open for negotiation, the steel union 
will be equally called upon to discharge its 
responsibility to the public interest.” 

That constitutes a firm commitment to 
bring as much pressure to bear upon labor 
as the Administration applied to the steel 
industry. Politically, the difficult part of the 
stabilization task is yet to come. Unless the 
Administration meets the challenge head-on, 
it is unlikely to find any listeners the next 
time it tries persuasion on industry-.to keep 
prices in hand. 


Need for Reserve Reforms 
The troubles ensuing from call-up of 119.- 
900 military reserves at least have focused 
public attention on the need for major re- 
forms. The Pentagon says studies ere under 
way and that changes may be expected. 

One important development is evident in 
the Pentagon’s conviction that reserve call- 
ups are not the answer to cold war crises 
and that two new divisions of regulars are 
necessary. The Pentagon hints that a com- 
pensatory 10-division cut in the reserves is 
justified 

Expenditures for the National Guard and 
Reserves in the current budget are about 
$1,300,000,000. The Army Reserve gets $771.- 
000,000 of this. Several Pentagon surveys 
made since World War II have urged com- 
bining the Guards and Reserves for greater 
effectiveness. President Eisenhower tried re- 
peatedily to reduce the size of the reserves 
but Congress voted more 
than either he or President 
fo} 

For years all efforts to cut the Guard 
and the Reserve or to combine them have 
been defeated in Congress for political—not 
military—reasons. The National Guard Asso- 
ciation and the Reserve Officers Association 
are two of the most politically powerful lob- 
bies in the nation. Repeated surveys, recom- 
mendations of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and 
Presidents have been overridden

If the reserve system is to be recast, then, 
the Administration is in for a fight. We hope 
it will have the fortitude to make the fight in 
behalf of a reserve structure based on mili- 
tary, not political, considerations. 


Not Arms Alone 

President Kennedy responded quickly to a 
request for more assistance from South Viet 
Nam President Ngo Dinh Diem, who on his 
part agreed to reforms aimed at making his 
Government more representative and more 
effective against the Communists. The re- 
forms are as essential to the objective as the 
assistance . 

The Kennedy Administration has recog- 
nized this in two ways. It has pressed Diem 
to liberalize his regime and revamp his 
economy. And while it has added to the arms 
flow to South Viet Nam, it has refused to 
send American combat troops. The arrival 
of 40 helicopters with supporting forces 
“marks the first time United States aircraft 
will be used in direct support of Viet Namese 
ground forces,” the Associated’ Press has 
said. . This still falls short of creating a prece- 
dent for the use of foreign troops in Viet 
Namese soil, gat it is as close as the United 
States should get. 

Viet Nam, its President told Mr. Kennedy, 
“now faces what is perhaps the gravest crisis 
in its long history.” If that is so, more Amer- 
ican aid is warranted, but the principal re- 
sponsibility for meeting the crisis lies with 
President Diem in promptly implementing 
the corrective measures to which he has now 
agreed. -The Communist guerrilla threat can 


be met by a people adamantly opposed to 
Communism and sturdily behind the govern- 
ment. President Diem’s first task is to rally 
his people by earning their support. 


On Red China and the U.N. 


More important than the 48-to-36 vote 
against the seating of Communist China, in 
our opinion, was the prior acceptance by the 
General Assembly of the United Nations of 
the proposition, backed by the United States, 
that this is a question of importance to be 
decided by a two-thirds majority rather than 
a simple preponderance of votes. 

That mainland China, embracing so many 
of the world’s people and so large a portion 
of its surface, eventually should have a voice 
in the forum of the world seems inevitable. 
The real question concerns the terms of ad- 
mission. Surely terms acceptable ‘o two thirds 
of the members are more likely to be in ac- 
cord with the world’s collective wisdom than 
terms for which there is only a shade more 
of approval than of disapproval. 

The acceptance of the two-thirds rule—and 
the hope that this will be a precedent for the 
future—must have been a Satisfaction to 
Great Britain and the Scandinavian countries, 
for example, since it allowed them to vote for 
China’s admission—as they felt obliged to 
do in view of their recognition of Peiping— 
without putting a further strain on Western 
solidarity. Even so, the vote against the Chi- 
nese was much larger than expected. This 
was due in part to the 20 abstentions, and in 
larger measure to the successful cultivation 
of the governments of former French Africa 
and other blocs. 

Yet this voting by blocs suggests that in 
some future session there may be many more 
votes for China than expected: This year’s 
decision merely may have postponed a show- 
down. The time thus gained should be de- 
voted to working out those difficulties which 
made Peiping’s immediate admission unde- 
sirable. Foremost among these is the status 
of the Chinese nationalist ;egime on Formosa, 
The Russians recently suggested that the ad- 
mission of mainland China would be a virtual 
license for driving Chiang Kai-shek into the 
sea. However one may feel about Chiang, 
the people on Formosa should be consulted 
and respected 

A seat in the U.N. in no way implies ap- 
proval of the holder's policies. It does not 
make him a member of any alliance. But it 
does demand a sincere readiness to work for 
international peace through international dis- 
cussion. A willingness on both sides to elimi- 
nate Formosa as a source of contention, and 

to reach accommodation on other Far East 
issues, is essential to a reasonable solution of 
the problem. 


Too Many Magistrates Now 


Judges of the Circuit Court in St. Louis 
have been asked to create two new magistrate 
courts, a politically-motivated proposition that 
would require them to ignore overwhelming 
evidence to the contrary. We are confident 
that upon proper judicial consideration they 
will find themselves. powerless to do other 
than deny the request. 

Because of St. Louis’s loss of population, 
the city is scheduled in 1963 to lose one of 
its 10 magistrate courts, which are now run 
largely by members of the Democratic City 
Central Committee and their patronage em- 
ploves. The Bar Association estimates the 
work load of the Magistrates averages 2'% 
hours a day. That does not exactly support 
the case for extra magistrates. The only 
“proof” of need that has been offered is an 
unsupported assertion that the 1960 federal 
census was inaccurate and incomplete— 
which is nonsense 

The Bar Association points out that two 
new magistrates would mean two more 
elected constables and the hiring of four ex- 
tra deputy constables. Salaries and operating 
expenses of this unnecessary legal machinery 
for handling minor civil cases, most of which 
are settled by default, would run to $60,000 
a year. Instead of setting up two new courts 
at the magistrate level, the Circuit Judges 
might be better employed in leading the way 
for elimination of three or four. 


A Duty in Florissant 

Florissant voters will have an opportunity 
and a duty Tuesday—an opportunity to cre- 
ate a board of freeholders to study their local 
government and recommend improvements, 
a duty to inform themselves of the merits 
of the various freeholder candidates. Some 
37 men and women are seeking the 13 free- 
holder commissions. To complicate matters, 
the group includes both a City Hall slate. an 
Independent Freeholder slate and several in- 
dividual Florissant citizens running on their 
own. A small turnout at the polls no doubt 
would enhance the chances of the City Hall 
group. Florissant’s charter is 104 years old. 
(here is no question that it needs moderniz- 
ing. But by whom? The greater the turnout 
at the polls the less the likelihood that the 


freeholder board will be dominated by any 
particular clique. 


Autos and Anti-Radar 


The Army, interested in the feasibility of 
making aircraft less detectable by surveil- 
lance radar, intends to ask for proposals on 
the necessary studies. It remains to be seen 
what use the automobile industry, with its 
interest in various gadgets and non-essentials 
for luring buyers, will make of this informa- 
tion. An automobile impervious to radar 
beams should be much more in demand than 
the present radar guard which warns the 
driver when a police radar timing device be- 
gins to register his speed.

Main Dishes and Salads for Buffets, Show-Off Desserts for Holiday Parties

READY OR NOT, here it comes—that joyous, hospitable 
holiday season with all of its family gatherings and parties. For 
the past few weeks the Monday and Thursday food sections of 
this newspaper have brought you suggestions and recipes for 
things you could make in advance, such as Christmas cookies 


and fruitcakes. 

Today's section comprises a 
collection of recipes of various 
types which you may find help- 
ful for your Yuletide entertain- 
ing. Main dishes and salads for 
buffet tables, frankly ‘‘show-off’’ 
desserts that may be served as 
the finale for holiday menus or 
with coffee for between-meals 
refreshments. Some are simple, 
s0me more elaborate than you 
might serve at other seasons. 

In short, we have tried to in- 
clude something for everyone, 
from the inexperienced cook to 
the master of the culinary arts; 
dishes for casual parties and 
elaborate buffets. 

Sherried Tuna in Patty Shells 
is sO easy to prepare that you 
can tackle it with confidence 
even if you have only a nodding 
acquaintance with kitchen lore 
Green pepper and pimiento deck 
it out in Christmas dress. (With 
a small star cutter, it is the 
work of a moment to cut the 
pimiento into pretty little stars). 

While a chafing dish is the 
ideal container for buffet service, 
a pretty casserole will be quite 
satisfactory. Keep it over very 
low heat on the stove until serv- 
ing time, and the mixture will 
be piping hot as the guests help 
hemselves. This dish is a worthy 
candidate for the buffet table of 
a career girl with limited kitchen 
facilities and kitchen experience. 

Sherried Tuna 
In Patty Shells. 

One package frozen patty 
shells. 

Two cans (six and one-half or 
seven ounces each) tuna-in-veg- 
etable oil. 

One-fourth cup diced green 
pepper. 

One can condensed cream of 
mushroom soup. 

One can (three or four ounces) 
sliced mushrooms. 

One-fourth cup pimiento stars”. 

Two tablespoons sherry. 

Bake patty shells according to 
package directions. Meanwhile, 
drain oil from tuna into sauce- 
pan. Add green pepper and cook 
until crisp-tender. Stir in un- 
diluted soup and mushrooms 
with liquid. Bring to a boil, stir- 
ring frequently. Add tuna and 
pimiento; heat to serving tem- 
perature. Add sherry. To serve, 
spoon tuna mixture into patty 
shells, Yield: six servings.

MASTER CHEFS frequently 
prepare jellied molds of poultry 
for their most glamorous buffet 
tables, a trick which the home- 
maker might well copy. They 
are very attractive, much easier 
to prepare than a mousse, and 
lower in calories. 

For the sake of variety, duck- 
ling was used in this one but if 
you prefer you could substitute 
cooked chicken breast, fish fil- 
lets or shrimp. It’s not neces- 
sary to try to cut the mold into 
symmetrical servings — just use 
a serving spoon and fork to 
separate the pieces of meat and 
serve these with a portion of the 
gelatin. 

Jellied Orange 
Ducklings. 

Four- to five-pound ready-to- 
cook duckling. 

One and one-half cups water. 

Two teaspoons salt. 

Ten peppercorns. 

Three sprays celery leaves. 

One onion, quartered. 

One envelope unflavored gela- 
tine. 

Two and one-half. cups cold 
water, 

Two chicken bouillon cubes. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

One teaspoon bottled brown 
gravy sauce. 

One-half teaspoon orange ex- 
tract. 

One medium cucumber. 

One can (six ounces) sliced 
broiled mushrooms. 

Score duck skin along center 
of breast from neck to vent with 
a sharp knife. Pull back layer 
of skin and fat with one hand, 
running knife underneath to 
help separate from flesh.

Place quartered duckling neck 
2nd giblets in Dutch Oven. Add 
the one an one-half cups water, 
salt, peppercorns, celery leaves 
and quartered onion. Cover and 
bring to boil. Simmer until duck 
is tender, about one hour. Re- 
move from heat and cool in broth 
half an hour. 

Meanwhile, soften gelatine in 
one cup cold water for five 
minutes. Add bouillon cubes and 
dissolve over low heat. Com- 
bine with remaining one and 
one-half cups cold water. Add 
lemon juice, bottled brown 
gravy sauce and orange extract. 
Chill gelatine mixture until just 
beginning to thicken, stirring 
frequently. 

Cut cooked duckling into serv- 
ing size pieces, removing bones 
if desired. Arrange in shallow 
Serving dish, about 10 by six 
inches. Pour cooled gelatine mix- 
ture carefully over and around 
duckling. 

Score unpeeled cucumber with 
tines of fork. Cut into one- 
fourth inch slices and quarter 
the slices. Arrange cucumber 
pieces and mushrooms between 
pieces of duckling in attractive 
pattern. Chill until gelatine mix- 
ture has set and duckling is 
thoroughly cold. 

Yield: four to six servings. 


SALMON-IN-A-RING salad is 
an excellent party dish because 
it’s beautiful to behold, the 
saimon glowing pink against 
cool green. It has a_ sharp, 
tangy tartness that contrasts 
pleasingly to many hot main 
dishes (the tartness comes from 
the sour-cream ring which is 
spiced with horseradish, and the 
lime-flavored French dressing 
served with the salad). However, 
it is filling enough to double as 
a main dish for a simple party. 

Cream Ring With Salmon. 

Two envelopes unflavored gela- 
tine. 

One cup cold water. 

Three tablespoons 
horseradish. 

Three tablespoons cider vine- 
gar 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon dill salt, 

One-fourth teaspoon pepper.

One cucumber, peeled and 
grated. 
One pint commercial sour 
cream. 


Few drops green food coloring. 

One can (one pound) salmon, 
drained and flaked. 

Two tablespoons lime juice 

Soften gelatine in one-half cup 
water, Stir over hot water until 
gelatine is dissolved.

To place the cream ring on 
a base: Double the ingredients 
for cream ring. Pour half into 
ring mold and remainder into 
lightly oiled 10-inch layer cake 
pan. Chill until firm. Unmold 
layer pan onto serving plate. 
Then unmold ring mold on top. 

Single recipe serves six. 


LOBSTER TAILS are so gen- 
erally well liked that they are 
usually a safe choice for a party 
dish.

Joy of Christmas Ends at Train Crossing

GREELEY, Colo., Dec. 18 (UPI). 

THE THOUGHT THAT Christ- 
mas is for children is on 
Greeley’s mind today. The street 
corner Santa jingles his bell and 
passing adults hear it as a toll- 
ing 

City, state and federal offi- 
cials are holding inevitable in- 
vestigations into the tragic 
collision of a school bus and 
a train. Wald County Hos- 
pita! doctors and nurses are 
fighting to save four children. 
Of the 13 injured, they are the 
most seriously hurt, with head 
and internal injuries. The bodies 
of the 20 children are being 
buried. 

[he noise of traffic is the 
same in Greeley, a town of 
27,000 in the flat plains of north- 
eastern Colorado, 60 miles north 
of Denver. The Christmas dec- 
orations are everywhere. But 
the pedestrians are very quiet. 
The cheery hubbub of a Christ- 
mas shopping day is missing. 

Delta Elementary School, |ook- 

cheery with its window Na- 
tivity scenes, is empty and 
locked 

This is Greeley after the sec- 
ond-worst school bus disaster. 
(Only the plunge of a school bus 
into the Big Sandy river at Pres- 
tonburg, Ky., in February 1959, 
was worse. The driver and 26 
children died in that disaster.) 

All of Greeley’s dead came 
from the Auburn School District, 
a farming area outside town 
where families are tied by mar- 
riage and close friendship.

The collision Thursday morn- 
ing between the Union Pacific 
streamliner ‘‘City of Denver” 
and the school bus killed broth- 
ers. sisters and cousins. Some 
families had both dead and in- 
iured. By kinship and friendship, 
hundreds of families were af- 
fected The White Brantner, 
Heimbuck, Paxton and Craven 
families each lost two children. 

Some facts in the crash may 
never be determined. This much 
is known:

District Attorney 
Karl R. Ahlborn said it would 
be up to the trial judge to de- 
termine whether the jury should 
regard the charge as voluntary 
or involuntary manslaughter. 


The town offered the survivors 
its heart. Oculists offered free 
eyeglasses for children who lost 
them. Cleaners offered to clean 
clothes. Blood was offered and 
accepted. Motel owners offered 
free lodging to the farm families 
who came into town. 

Greeley was named after Hor- 
ace Greeley. In 1870, the New 
York publisher sent Nathan 
Meeker west to found a town. 
Meeker founded Greeley. It had 
26,314 inhabitants in the 1960 
census. “Life is really tops in 
Greeley,” is its motto. It is a 
friendly town. 

Across the street from the 
Macy funeral home, a Santa 
Claus rang his bell and some 
children collected to watch him.

Family Provides Home for Children--Any Time 


Robert and Helen Clark Always Have Room in Their House and Hearts for Youngsters in Need

ROBERT AND HELEN 
CLARK never know from day 
to day who might be living in 
their home, sharing their life, 
sitting down at their dinner 
table. It might be a mentally 
retarded child or one with a 
physical defect. It might be a 
quiet little girl who sits down 
sedately and says her prayers 
or it might be an untamed or 
untrained one who tosses rolls 
the table and takes a 
hammer to the furniture. 

It might ‘be a child whose 
parents are named in headlines, 
the kind of headlines that do not 
make a child proud or happy. 
It might be a child whose par- 
ents have been burned out of 
their home or have been taken 
to a mental institution or a hos- 
pital or to prison. 

In most instances, it is a child) 
in trouble. And a troubled child, 

The Clarks are a part of that 
very special, warm hearted 
breed, the foster boarding par- 
ents of whom every welfare 
agency has a list. But the 
Clarks are a bit apart from the 
average foster family. The aver- 
age agency boarding home takes 
one child at a time, is notified 
in advance so it can prepare 
for the visitor, and usually gets 
a child who fits into family life. 
The Clarks provided a ‘“‘sub- 
sidized foster home,” which 
means that they agree to take 
children on an emergency basis, 
any hour of the day or night, 
and any number up to four 


across 


Last week, however, the Clarks 
were caring for six children in 
addition to their own teenager 
Kathy and their adopted six year 
old, Diane 

“Every house we've owned has 
always been a meeting place for 
kids and we've never had a de- 
cent lawn,’’ Mrs. Clark says 

They now live in a two-story 
house on Laclede Station road, 
but were living in a smaller 
home on Oxford avenue in 
Maplewood when they first be- 
gan boarding agency children 
eight years ago. 

“Some neighbors of ours were 
taking care of a little girl who 
was going to be adopted,”’ Mrs 
Clark recalled. ‘“‘My husband 
came home one day and said, 
‘How would you like to adopt a 
little girl? I said, ‘Have you lost 
your mind?’ All three of our 
children were home then and I 
thought we had enough, but the 
other children said, ‘Why not, 
Mom?’ so we went to the Fam- 
ily and Children’s Service to ap- 
ply. 

“Of course, we found out if 
you're past 35 years of age and 
have children of your own they 
won't consider you for adoption 
but they asked me if I'd be in- 
terested in boarding babies. I 
thought maybe I could, and that’s 
how we started in.” 


le 


Mrs. Clark never kept ac- 
curate track of how many 
babies she boarded as they 
waited to be placed In adop- 
tive or other foster homes, 
but she estimates that it was 
about 25. She changed agencies

This is the 
system which governs 
sweating, blushing, 
blanching, etc. 
There are drugs 
which tend to suppress the problem, but they should 
be prescribed by a physician since incorrect dosage 
may have unpleasant side effects. 

Sometimes moderate use of simple sedatives or 
tranquilizers helps. And a drying solution, such as 25 
per cent aluminum chloride, applied to the hands, 
also may lessen the moisture and clamminess.

Gifts Bringing Christmas to Needy

THE 11-YEAR-OLD BOY who 
sits on the fire escape and 
watches other boys ride their 
bicycles, will be riding his own, 
come Christmas. So will at least 
15 other children, perhaps more, 
thanks to the generosity of St. 
Louisans who have been respond- 
ing to the annual Christmas fund 
appeal for St. Louis's ‘100 
Neediest Cases.” 

Since this boy’s plight was 
described, 15 bicycles have been 
donated. This is particularly 
gratifying to the Christmas 
Bureau of the Health and Wel- 
fare Council, which is co-operat- 
ing with the Post-Dispatch in the 
annual appeal. 

“People too often think of toys 
in terms of small children,” Miss 
Mary Alice Messerly, director 
of the bureau points out. “But 
they forget the adolescent. You're 
not going to brighten the life of 
an adolescent boy or girl very 
much with a wind-up toy. And 
there are many adolescents 
among the 100 neediest families.’’ 

There is no danger of getting 
too many bicycles. There are 
plenty of youngsters who want 
them. And in this adolescent toy 
category there is the matter of 
sleds. One youngster, separated 
from his parents and living in a 
foster home, has his heart set 
on a sied. There are doubtless 
many others like him. 

Cash contributions to the fund 
now total more than $17,000, 
coming from individuals, groups, 
clubs, business firms and fac- 
tories. Last year’s’ grand total 
was $37,084. 

Many smal! contributions, 
judging from accompanying let- 
ters, come from people who can 
aiford it least. Other, larger 
contributions, come from groups 
who have decided to forego 
what they consider a needless 
Christmas expenditure, in favor 
of something badly needed. 


A good example, in the opin- 
fon of one firm which pre- 
ferred to remain anonymous, 
is the office Christmas party. 
After reading of the neediest 
cases, they voted not to have 
a Christmas party. Instead 
they sent $300 to the fund. 

Employes of another com- 
pany, this year for the sec- 
ond time, voted that money 
ordinarily spent on Christmas 
cards could be used to better 
advantage. They sent in $137. 
No sooner had the story of 8- 
year-old Billy appeared in the 
Post- ‘Dispatch, than a check ar-
